At the early age of twelve the 
author was thoroughly indoetri- 
nated into the Bolshevik ideology 
by two revolutionary missionaries 
who travelled on the same ship 
with him out to the Orient in 1907.

By 
clever manipulation of their combined wealth it would be possible to 
create such adverse economic conditions that the masses would be reduced

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to a state bordering on starvation by unemployment. By use of cleverly 
conceived propaganda it would be easy to place the blame for the adverse 
economic conditions on the King, his Court, the Nobles, the Church, 
Industrialists, and the employers of labour. Their paid propagandista 
would arouse feelings of hatred and revenge against the ruling classes 
by exposing all real and alleged cases of extravagance, licentious conduct, 
injustice, oppression, and persecution. They would also invent infamies 
to bring into disrepute others who might, if left alone, interfere with 
their over-all plans.*  - UC 

After the general introduction to build up an enthusiastie reception 
for the plot he was about to unfold, Rothschild turned to a manuscript 
and proceeded to read a carefully prepared plan of action. The follow- 
ing is what I have been assured is a condensed version of the plot by 
which the conspirators hoped to obtain ultimate undisputed control of 
the wealth, natural resources, and man-power of the entire world. ~ 

1. The speaker started to unfold the plot by saying that because the 
majority of men were inclined to evil rather than to good the best results 
in governing them could be obtained by using violence and terrorism 
and not by academic discussions. The speaker reasoned that in the 
beginning human society had been subject to brutal and blind force 
which was afterwards changed to LAW. He argued that LAW was 
FORCE only in disguise. He reasoned it was logical to conclude that 
“By the laws of nature right lies tn force.” . 

2. He next asserted that political freedom is an idea and not a fact, 
He stated that in order to usurp political power all that was necessary 
was to preach “Liberalism' so that the electorate, for the sake of an idea, 
would yield some of their power and prerogatives which the plotters 
could then gather together into their own hands. 

3. The speaker asserted that the Power of Gold had usurped the 
power of liberal rulers even then, і.е. 1773. He reminded his audience 
that there had been a time when FAITH had ruled but stated that once 
FREEDOM had been substituted for FAITH the people did not know 
how to use it in moderation. He argued that because of this fact it was 
logical to assume that they could use the idea of FREEDOM to bring 


about “CLASS WARS.” He pointed out that it was immaterial to the 
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success of HIS plan whether the established governments were destroyed. 
by internal or external foes because the victor had of necessity to seek 
the aid of ‘Capital’ which "Is entirely in our hands.” * * 

4. He argued that the use of any and all means to reach their final 
goal was justified on the grounds that the ruler who governed by the 
moral code was not a skilled politician because he left himself vulnerable 
and in an unstable position on his throne. He said “Those who wish 
to rule must have recourse to cunning and to make-believe because great 
national qualities, like frankness and honesty, trevices in polittcs.”* * * 

8. He asserted “Our right lies in force. The word RIGHT із an 
abstract thought and proves nothing. I find a new RIGHT ... to attack 
by the RIGHT of the strong, and to scalter to the winds all existing 
forces of order and regulation, to reconstruct all existing institutions, 
. These were tha original theories on which Olgas Wer was ultimately organized,

gained such strength that no cunning or force can undermine it” Не 
warned them that any deviation from the Line of the strategical plan 
he was making known to them would risk bringing to naught “THE 
LABOURS OF CENTURIES,” 

?. He next advocated the use oí “Mob Psychology’ to obtain control of 
the masses. “He reasoned that the might of the Mob is blind, senseless, 
and unreasoning and ever at the mercy of suggestion from any side. 
He stated “Only a despotic ruler can rule the Mob efficiently because 
without absolute despotism there can be no existence for civilization 
which was carried out NOT by the masses, but by their guide, who-so- 
ever that person might be” He warned “The moment the Mob seizes 
FREEDOM in ils hands ti quickly turns to anarchy." . | 

8. He next advocated that the use of alcoholic liquors, drugs, moral 
corruption, and all forms of vice, be used systematically by their 
“Agenturs” * to corrupt the morals of the youth of the nations, He 


recommended that the special 'agenturs' should be trained as tutors, 


lackeys, governesses, clerks and by our women in the places of disaipa- 
tion frequented by the Goyim.* * Ho added “In the number of these 

I count also the so-called society ladies who become voluntary 
followers of the others in corruption and luzury. We must foi si 
at bribery, deceit, and treachery when they should serve towards the 
atiainment of our end." 

9. Turning to politics he claimed they had the RIGHT to seize 
Property by any means, and withont hesitation, if by doing so they 
secured submission, and sovereignty. He pronounced "Our STATE 
marching along the path of peaceful conquest has the RIGHT to replace 
the horrors of wars by less noticeable and more salisfactory sentences of 
death necessary to maintain the ‘terror’ which tends to Produce blind 
sub mission,” | 

10. Dealing with the use of slogans he said “In ancient limes wa were 
the first to put the words "Liberty, ‘Equality’ and ‘Fraternity’ into the 
mouths of the masses... words repeated to this day by stupid poll- 
Parrots; words which the would-be wise men of the Goyim could make 
nothing of tn their abstractness, and did not note the contradiction of 
their meaning and tnter-relation.” He claimed the words brought under 
their directiona and control Tegions’ “Who bore our banners with 
enthusiasm.” He reasoned that there is no place in nature for “Equality, 
‘Liberty’ or ‘Fraternity.’ He said “On the ruins of the natural and 
genealogical aristocracy 0f the Goyim we have set up the aristocracy of 
MONEY. The qualification for this aristocracy ig WEALTH which ts 
dependent upon us.” 

11. He next expounded his theories regarding war. In 1773 he set 
down a principle which the governments of Britain and the United 
States publicly announced as their joint policy in 1939. He said it

of ‘Our Agenturs. 


12. He next dealt with administration, He told those present that 
they must use their wealth to have candidates chosen for public office 
who would be “servile and obedient to our commands, so they may 
readily be used as Pawns in our game by the learned and ingenious men 
we will appoint to operate behind the scenes of government as official 
advisers.” .He added “The men we appoint as “Advtsers” will have 
been bred, reared, and trained from childhood in accordance with our 
ideas to rule the affairs of the whole world.” 


13. He dealt with propaganda, and explained how their combined 
wealth could control all outlets of public information while they remain- 
ed in the shade and clear of blame regardless of what the repercussions 
might be due to the publication of libels, slanders, or untruths. The 
speaker said: “Thanks to the Press we have got gold in our hands not- 
withstanding the fact that we had to gather it out of the oceans of blood 
and tears... But it has paid us even though we have sacrificed many of 
our own people. Each victim on our side is worth a thousand Goywn.” 

14. He next explained the necessity of having their ‘Agentur’ always 
come out into the open, and appear on the scene, when conditions had 
reached their lowest ebb, and the masses had been subjugated by means 
of want and terror. He pointed cut that when it was time to restore 
order they should do it in such a way that the victims would believe 
they had been the prey of criminals and irresponsibles, He said “By 
executing ihe criminals and lunatics after they have carried out our 
preconcewed 'reign of terror. we can "make ourselves appear as the 
saviours of the oppressed, and the champions of the workers.” The 
speaker then added “We are interested in just the opposite... in the 
diminution, the killing out of the Goytm.” 

15. He next explained how industrial depressions and financial panics 
could be brought about and used to serve their purpose, saying “Enforced 
unemployment and hunger, imposed on the masses because of the power 
we have to create shortages of food, will create the right of Capital to 
rule more surely than tt was given to the real aristocracy, and by the 
legal authority of Kings.” He claimed that by having their agentur 
control the ‘Mob,’ the ‘Mob’ could then be used to wipe out all who 
dared to stand in their way. 

16. The infiltration into continental Freemasonry was next discussed 
extensively. The speaker stated that their purpose would be to take 
advantage of the facilities and secrecy Freemasonry, hgd to offer. He 
pointed out that they could organize their own Grand Orient Lodges 
within Blue Freemasonry in order to carry on their subversive activities 
and hide the true nature of their work under the cloak of philanthropy. 
He stated that all members initiated into their Grand Orient Lodges 
should be used for proselytizing purposes and for spreading their 
atheistic-materialistic ideology amongst the Goyim. He ended this phase 
of the discussion with the words, “When the hour strikes for our 
sovereign Lord of all the World to be crowned these same hands will 
sweep away everything that might stand in his way.” 
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17. He next expounded the value of systematic deceptions, pointing 
out that their agentur should be trained in the use of high sounding 
phrases, and the use of Popular slogans. They should make the masses 
the most lavish of promises. He observed “The Opposite of what has 
been promised can always be done afterwards. »+ that is of no conse- 


OF GOD will be erased from the Lexicon of life. ”* 


18. He then detailed the plans for revolutionary war; the art of street 
fighting; and outlined the pattern for the ‘Reign of Terror’ which he 
insisted must accompany every revolutionary effort “Because V is the 
most economical way to bring the population to Speedy subjection,” 

19. Diplomacy was next discussed. After al] wars secret diplomacy 
must be insisted upon “in order that our agentur, masquerading: “as: 
‘political,’ ‘Financial, and ‘Economic’ advisers, can carry out our man- 
dates without fear of exposing who are ‘The Secret Power’ behind 
rational and international affairs.” The speaker then told those present 
that by secret diplomacy they must obtain such control “that the 
nations cannot come to even an inconsiderable private agreement without 
our secret agents having a hand in it.” 

20. Ultimate World Government the goal. To reach this goal the 
speaker told them “Jt will be necessary to establish huge monopolies, 
reservoirs of such colossal riches, that even the largest fortunes of the 


AFTER THE GREAT POLITICAL SMASH.” The speaker then 
added “You gentlemen here present who are economists just strike an 
estimate of the significance of this combination,” 

21. Economic war. Plans to rob the Goyim of their landeg properties 
and industries were then discussed. A combination of high taxes and 
unfair competition was advocated to bring about the economic ruin of 
the Goyim as far as their national financial interests and investments 
were concerned. In the international field he felt they could be 
encouraged to price themselves out of the markets. This could be 
achieved by the careful control of raw materials, organized agitation 
amongst the workers for shorter hours and higher pay, and by subsidiz- 
ing competitors. The speaker warned his co-conspirators that they 
must arrange matters, and contro] conditions, so that “the increased 
wages obtained by the workers will not benefit them in any way.” 

22. Armaments. It was suggested that the building up of armaments 
for the purpose of making the Goyim destroy each other should be 
launched on such a colossal scale that in the final analysis “there will 
anly be the masses of the proletariat left in the world, with a few 
millionaires devoted io our cause. -. and police, and soldiers sufficient 
to protect our interests.” 

23. The New Order. The members of the One World Government 


"The "Lexicon of Life” he referred to, was Almighty God's plan of creation. 
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would be appointed by the Dictator. He would pick men from amongst 
the scientists, the economists, the financiers, the industrialists, and from 
the millionaires because “in substance everything will be settled by the 
question of figures.” 


24. Importance of youth. The importance of capturing the interest 
of youth was emphasized with the admonition that “Our agenturs should 
infiltrate into ail classes, and levels of society and government, for the 
purpose of fooling, bemusing, and corrupting the younger members of 
soctety by teaching them theories and principles we know to be false.” 


Є Netional and International Laws should not be changed but 
should be used as they are, to destroy the civilization of the Goyim 
“merely by twisting them into a contradiction of the interpretation 
which first masks the law and afterwards hides it altogether. Our 
ultimate aim ts to substitute ARBITRATION for LAW.” 


The speaker then told his listeners “You may think the Goytm will 
rise upon us with arms, but in the WEST we have against this possibility 
an organization of such appalling terror that the very stoutest hearts 
guail... the ‘Underground’... The Metropolitans... The subterranean 
corridors... these will be established in the capitals and cities of all 
countries before that danger threatens.” 


The use of the word ‘WEST’ has great significance. It makes it 
plam that Rothschild was addressing men who had joined the World 
Revolutionary Movement which was started in the Pale of Settlement 
in the ‘EAST.’ It must be remembered that before Amschel Moses 
Bauer settled down in Frankfort, Germany, he had followed his trade 


as a gold and silversmith, travelling extensively in the ‘East? of Europe, 


where he had undoubtedly met the men his son Amschel Mayer address- 
ed after he developed from a money-lender into a banker and established 
THE HOUSE OF ROTHSCHILD in the Judenstrasse where the 
above meeting is said to have taken place in 1773. 

As far as can be ascertained the original plan of the conspiracy 
ended at the point where it terminated above. I am satisfied that the 
documents which fell into the hands of Professor S. Nilus in 1901, and 
which he published under the title "The Jewish Peril’ in 1905 in Russia, 
were an enlargement of the original plot. 'There appears to be no change 
in the first section but various additions disclose how the conspirators 
had used Darwinism, Marxism, and even Nietzche-ism. More important 
still, the documents discovered in 1901 disclose how Zionism was to be 
used, It must be remembered that Zionism was only organized in 1997. 

This matter is referred to later, when the intrigue leading up to the 
abdication of King Edward VIII is explained. The translation Mr. 
Victor Marsden made of T'he Jewish Peril was published by The Britons 
Publishing Society, London, England, under the title The Protocols of 
The Learned Elders of Zion in 1921. This book is also discussed. It 
appears logical to say that the discovery of the later document confjrms 
the existence of the earlier one. Little if anything is changed, but 
considerable material is added probably due to the rapid development of 
the international conspiracy.

(Wednesday, October 2) -- The Congress sent President Clinton several gun control provisions 
as pari of the omnibus spending bill. The President signed the bill late Monday night after both house 
vad overwhelming passed the bill (House: 370-37; Senate: 84-15), 


The anti-gunners in Congress succeeded in passing several amendments in the name of 
defending women and children. Despite the rhetoric, the provisions will not accomplish what was 
claimed and blow even more holes in our Second Amendment freedoms. Here's the "cliff notes" you 


will need to hold your legislators accountable. What follows is a brief summary of what passed, the 


practical problems with those provisions, and a listing of who voted right: ^ 






Road-block Gun Ban (Sec. 657 of the Treasury-Postal portion of H.R. 3610) b 

* eets up thousands of gun ban zones across roads statewide where local police or the BATE can arrest 
unsuspecting drivers who have a firearm in the car. Victims will face 5 years in prison. 

= Also known as ine Kohl amendment, this provision reenacts the School Zone Gun Ban law ruled 

| unconstitutional by the U. S. Supreme Court last year (S. v. Lopez, 1995). The provision creates gun ban 
zones nearly one-half mile in diameter around every school in the country. 


f+ Anyone without a pistol carry license driving through a zane with an unloaded firearm, that is not in a locked

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NEBRASKA COVER-UP 


On November 4, 1988, the Franklin Credit Union, Omaha Nebraska was closed, as 
the result of a raid by the FBI and the IRS. It was initially opened in a minority 
neighborhood to provide minorities with a source for loans and other banking 
opportunities. Larry King, a black man, was the president. He was a rapidly rising “star” 
in the Republican party, having previously, sung the National Anthem at the Republican 
National Convention in Dallas, Texas, and New Orleans, Louisiana. Forty million dollars 
was missing, $38 million of which was subsequently located, with $2 million still missing. 
King’s salary was $17, 000.00 per year. 


On November 18, 1988, the Nebraska state legislature passed a resolution to 
investigate the Franklin Credit Union. As a result of this investigation, approximately 80 
youngsters came forward and made allegations concerning sexual abuse as well as cult 
activity, including the human sacrifice of small children. Some of the most, prominent 
community leaders, including the former publisher of the Omaha World Herald@Harold > 
Andersen; the then chief of police, Robert Wadman; the society editor of the’ Omaha 
World Herald, Peter Citron, a former State Senator, multi-million dollar heir to Brandeis 
Department, Eugene Mahoney, were among those identified as perpetrators. Some of 
these individuals, were among those identified as involved in cult activities and human 
sacrifices. 


Of the number of children making the allegations, only four agreed to give 
statements. Two of the four later recanted, but the remaining two refused to recant and 
held steadfast concerning their allegations. Criminal charges were filed against the two 
who refused to recant. One of the two, Alisha Owens, was convicted of having 
committed шу before a grand jury and served two years in prison in solitary 
confinement." This is the longest any women has been held in solitary confinement in the 
history of the State of Nebraska. (The case is under appeal. If lost, she could face up to 
25 years in prison.) Charges against the other witness, Paul Bonacci, were dropped, as he 
had been convicted of child molestation and it apparently was felt that he had already been 
discredited. Subsequent investigation established that children were taken from Boys 
Town and a private girls’ school, driven to Sioux City, Iowa, placed in private jets and 
flown to Washington, D.C., and other communities for sex orgies with U.S. congressmen, 
U.S. senators, at least one top official in the White House and other public officials. 
Information was also developed that the children were used as decoys for an around-the- 
world drug operation. They were also used in an organized child kidnapping ‘sex slave 
ring in which children were kidnapped, and used in porno films and snuff. films, Some 
were auctioned off near an air strip close to Las Vegas, Nevada and Toronto, Canada. A 
10 to 13 year old blue-eyed blonde sells for $50,000 or more. Some of these children 
were placed in airplanes that carried no markings and they have not been seen since. 
Many were sold to foreigners. Some of the children have stated that at least one of the 
airplanes belonged to the U.S. Drug Enforcement Agency (DEA). 
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Some of the sex orgy parties were held in a condominium in Washington D.C., that 
was rented by Larry King for $5,000 per month. 


Paul Bonacci, who has drawn a diagram of the living quarter inside the White 
House, said he met Craig Spence and Larry King in the White House on one occasion. lt 
is a known fact that Spence was running a male call-boy operation in the White House, 
(Washington Times, June 26, 1989.) Spence supposedly committed “suicide” after this 
information became public. He reportedly was a CIA agent who specialized in 
Blackmailing politicians and foreign dignitaries. Information has been received that at 
ieast one FBI agent conspired with Spence. | 


Pau! Bonacci told how he flew to Los Angeles on one occasion, met a man and a 
woman he had never seen before and the three, using five different names and passports, 
flew drugs throughout the world. He estimates he has made more than 100 such drug 
runs. 
Fifteen people have died mysteriously, including the senate committegsappointed 
investigator, Gary Caradori, and his young son Andrew. Caradoris’ plane exploded in 
mid-air shortly after leaving Chicago, Illinois, for Lincoln, Nebraska on July 11, 1990. 
The day before, he called the chairman of the senate investigating committee Lauren 
Schmit and told him he had irrefutable evidence that the children were telling the truth. 


The investigation of the plane explosion was conducted by the Federal 
Government at a military installation. No testing was done for phosphates to rule out an 
explosion. The toxicology tests of the bodies were conducted at a military base laboratory 
rather than at the civil National Transportation and Safety Board laboratory. The military 
lab reported an inability to test for certain chemicals. Neither Caradori’s briefcase nor the 
rear seat of the airplane have been found. We have received information from an 
informant that a phosphorus bomb was used to destroy the airplane. It may have been 
placed under the rear seat which would account for failure to locate it. If located the seat 
may provide forensic proof whether or not a phosphorus bomb was used. 


At the time of the plane crash, former Omaha Chief of Police, Bob Wadman, who 
was identified by the children, was chief of police in Aurora, Illinois, which is 30 miles 
from the crash site. Wadman is believed to have visited the crash site immediately after 


the crash. 


[t is a violation of the Federal Delimitation's Agreement for-civilian matters to be 
investigated by the military. 


Alisha Owen's brother, Aaron Owen, died November 9, 1990 which was less than 
six months after Owens refused to recant her allegations and prior to her perjury trial. 
Aaron reportedly hanged himself in a correction center cell. Alisha believes he was 
murdered in an attempt to keep her from telling the truth. 








Troy Bonner, who initially made allegations and then recanted contacted Senator 
Schmit. chairman of the investigation committee, after the Caradori plane crash. 
Remorseful over Caradori’s death, Bonner admitted he lied before the grand jury and was 
fearful for his life should he tell the truth in the upcoming trial of Owen. Prior to the trial 
and afler this meeting with Senator Schmit and 8 other legislators, Bonner's brother, 
Shaun Bonner, was killed reportedly while playing "Russian roulette" at Offutt Air Base 
near Omaha. This death occurred two months after the death of Aaron Owen. Bonner 
advised his brother hated guns and he never knew him to play Russian roulette. In 
affidavits submitted to the U.S. District Court, Bonner states he believes his brother was 
murdered as a personal death threat to him (Troy) should he decide he would tell the truth 
at the Owen’s trial. 


Peter Citron, past society editor of the Omaha World Herald, who was identified 
by the youngsters as a perpetrator, was arrested by the Omaha police for sexual assault of 
two children on February 23, 1990. At the time of the arrest, the police confiscated more 
than 90 videotapes which reportedly contain sexual acts of some of the youngsters with 
perpetrators. 


Mr. John DeCamp, a Lincoln, Nebraska, attorney who is representing some of the 
youngsters, pro bono, in a civil suit, claims these videotapes are the "smoking gun" in this 
case. Initially, it was alleged that there were no tapes. When it was documented that the 
tapes exist, it was denied that the perpetrators identified by the children were on the tapes. 
The accused later argued in court that the tapes should not be made public, as it would 
destroy the reputation of “respectable” and “reputable” citizens. | 


Thus far, Mr. DeCamp has been blocked by the courts in exposing these tapes as 
the court has said that the tapes will not be made public. Å gag order has been issued to 
all parties concerning the contents of the videos. Mr. DeCamp can only review them 
without taking notes. At the conclusion of the case, the video tapes will be destroyed per 
a court order. 


Within the past year, Yorkshire T.V. in England produced a documentary on this 
case entitled Conspiracy of Silence. It was sold to the Discovery Channel and scheduled 
to air on national T.V. on May 3, 1994. The Discovery Channel is a division of Cox 
Television, Atlanta, Georgia. The major stockholders of Cox T.V. have been financial 
supporters of the Republican Party and have direct ties to former President George Bush. 
This documentary among other things, states that Larry King’s Washington D.C, home on 
embassy row was said by child victim witnesses to have been used for the child/adult sex 
orgies involving important Washington D.C. insiders, including a very high level White 
House official. The documentary, scheduled for airing May 3, 1994, was never shown, 
even though it was listed in the T.V. Guide. 


The latest development on the case involved a $9 million settlement.of a civil suit 
with the National Credit Union Association, The National Credit Union Association, 
which represents the insurance interest in the case, sued the law firm that represented the 


Franklin Credit Union and the First Tier Bank in Omaha, claiming that they were aware of 
the various illegal activities on the part of those involved in the Franklin Credit Union 
case. Rather than go to trial, the law firm paid, $6 million and First Tier Bank paid $3 
million. The lawsuit documents that Franklin Credit Union funds were used to pay for 
campaign films for former President Bush, to rent the condominium in Washington, D.C. 
and to pay for private jets to fly to Washington, D.C. 


The law firm advised, it avoided a trial because it would have been to strenuous to 
their staff In addition to the allegations of human satanic cult sacrifices, drugs, 
pedophilia, pornography and snuff films, there is documentation that some of the most 
prominent people in the country, including individual actively involved in the U.S. civilian 
and military intelligence communities, are participants in these activities and involved in 
this network. Some of the youngsters have talked about witnessing ceremonies in which 
the participants wore black robes with hoods, sacrificed children and drank human blood 
and urine. (sentantic traits in rituals.) There are numerous references by the children to 
activity being conducted on U.S. government and military installations. 


American Information Company (AIC) of Omaha Nebraska provides 32 voting 
districts in the U.S. and others internationally with scanning computerized election 
services. They are a private company that can be hired to count the vote in public 
elections. The Omaha World Herald owns 45% ofits stocks. 


Two days before the June 1994 Nebraska & Republican primary Mr. John 
DeCamp one of four canidated running for governor led the private primary polis with 
33% of the vote. After the election and the count by AIC he placed third with less than 
14% of the vote. 


Information has been provided by the children that there is an organized pedophile 
ting that transports children for sex orgies from Omaha, Nebraska to Des Moines, Iowa, 
Minneapolis, Minnesota, Milwaukee and Madison, Wisconsin and return. The youngsters 
have made numerous references to an organized child kidnapping ring that is being 
ignored by law enforcement officials. Mr. Ted L. Gunderson, the former Senior Special 
Agent in Charge of the FBI Los Angeles Division has informed the FBI by registered mail 
of this in an attempt to pressure them into conducting an investigation. He has been told 
that the FBI is not interested in these matters. 


The July 1982 Readers Digest, states that 100,000 children disappear every year 
and are never heard from again. The U.S. Department of Justice and the FBI can furnish 
the number of automobiles that are stolen each year, and provide other criminal statistics. 
Thev can furnish how many wives, husbands, sons, daughters, fathers, brothers, mothers 
and sisters are murdered by each family members (Time Magazine 10/25/93). 
Government officials can provide the first names of missing children nationwide since 
1989 (Las Vegas Review Journal E 16 7/24/94), yet they do not tell collect data on the 
number of children who disappear each year.

In spite of the fact that some of the children in the Franklin case can assist law 
enforcement in these matters, the police and the FBI claim the children have no 
creditability. Does this mean that the FBI now has a new policy not to talk to convicts or 
ex-convicts because the convicts have no creditability? Is the FBI not talking to the 
youngsters because of the many prominent people involved? One wonders how well 
organized this network is and how high its tentacles reach into the Government.

On Thursday, 2/5/87, the duty agent, SS/A Bob Harrold, received 
a call from SS/A Walter Krietiow, USCS, Tallahassee, Florida. 
SS/A Krietlow was seeking assitance in contacting an 
appropriate local police agency to. coordinate a child abuse 
investigation in with the Tallahassee Police Department.  SS/A. 
Krietlow further. requested assistance in checking some names, 
addresses and a vehicle through the Customs Child Pornography 
Unit data base, and stated there was some suspicion: of the 
subjects being involved in supplying. children for. the 
production of child pornography. Further, he was informed by 
the Tallahassee Police Department that the children may have 
been enroute to Mexico from the Washington, D.C. area, The. 
possibility of Customs interest in the investigation due to. 
possible violations of the Child Protection Act of 1984, and 
the alleged nexus with the U.S./Mexican Border were. discussed 
and agréed upon.. SS/A Krietlow related the following 
background information,  SS/A Krietlow was contacted by the 
| Tallahassee Police Department for assistance in identifying six 
children and two adults, taken into custody in the Tallahassee 
area. U. S.. Customs was contacted because the police officers 
involved suspected the: adults of being. involved in child 
pornography. and knew the Customs Service to have a network of 
child pornography investigators, and of the existance of the 
Child Pornography and Protection Unit. SS/A Krietlow stated 
the two aduls were well dressed white males, They had custody 
of six white children (boys and girls), ages three to six 
years. The children were observed to be poorly dressed, 
bruised, dirty, and behaving like animals in,a public park in 
Tallahassee. .The police were notified by a concerned.citizen - 
and all eight persons were taken into custody.  The' subjects 
“were living out of a white 1979 Dodge van, Virginia license no. 
XBW 557. Upon being taken into custody, the adult white males 
refused to cooperate, one of whom produced a "business" card 
with a name on one side and a statement on the other. The 
statement indicated that the bearer knew bis constitutional 
rights to remain silent and that he intended to do so. Upon 
interviewing the children, the police officers found that they 
could not adequately identify.themselves or their custodians.

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After receiving the request from Tallahassee, SS/A Harrold 
contacted me while I was on official business. at Customs 
Headquarters. He requested that I conduct conputer checks on 
the Customs Child Pornography Unit’ data base The checks were 
to be conducted on the names, addresses, and a vehicle provided 
by SS/A Krietlow. After conducting the computer checks, I made 
direct contact with SS/X Krietlow to inform him that all the 
checks were negative. At that time I vas informed by SS/A 
Erietlow that the Tallahassee police had discovered large 
quantities of records, to include computer discs and a U.S. 
passport in the van. Prom some of these records the police had 
obtained tentative identification of the two adults, and 
partial identification of the children. Purthemore, the two 
Washington, D.C. addresses had been discovered through these 
documents, one of which was verified through the vehicle 
registration. I advised SS/A Krietlow I was leaving wi... 22 
Headquarters and he would be receiving a. response to the 
remainder of his request from S5/A. Harrold. . 1 then left as 
stated and proceeded to conduct other business in the District. 


A short time later, at approximately 11:30 a.m., SS/A Harcrold 
contacted me by radio, and advised me that a Detective Jim 
Bradley of the Washington, D.C. Metropolitan Police Department 
(MPD) was interested in the information provided by SS/A 
Krietlow, was in contact with Tallahassee, and would very 
probably be conducting search warrants in the area later in the 
day..

of the Pinders. I stood by while Bradley consulted with AUSA 
Harry Benner and obtained.search warrants for the two 

I advised acting RAC SS/A Tim Holloran of my 
intention to accompany MPD on the execution of the warrants,

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During the execution of. the warrant at 3918/20 W St., 1 was

several subjects on the premises. Only one vas deemed to be 
connected with the Finders. The rest were renting living space 
from this individual. Be was identified as Stuart Miles 
SILVERSTONE, DOB/061941, U.S. Passport No. 010958991, ‘ 
SILVERSTONE was located in a room eguipped with several 
computers, printers, and numerous documents. Cursory 
examination of the documents revealed detailed instructions for 
obtaining children for unspecified purposes. The instructions 
included the impregnation of female members of the .community 
known ав Рілдегв, purchasing children, trading, and 

kidnapping. There were telex messages using MCI: account. 
numbers between a computer terminal believed to Бес located in. 
the same room, and others located across the: country. and in 
foreign locations. One such telex specifically: ordered: the 
purchase of two children in Hong Kong to be: arranged through a 
contact in the Chinese Embassy there... Another. telex expressed 
an interest in "bank secrecy" situations. Other documents 
identified interests in high-tech transfers to the United 
Kingdom, numerous properties under the control of the Pinders,. 
a keen interest in terrorism, explosives, and the evasion of. 
law enforcement. .Also found in the "computer room" was a 
detailed summary of the events surrounding the arrest and 

, taking into custody of the two adults and six children in 
Tallahassee, Florida on.the previous night. There, were also. a 
set.of instructions which appeared to be broadcast via a: 
computer network Which advised participants to move “the 
children” and keep them moving through different jurisdictions, 
and instructions on how to avoid police attention, 


One of the residents was identified as a Chinese.National. Due 
to the telex discovered referencing the Chinese Embassy in Hong 
Kong, he was fully identified for future reference:

During the course of the evening, 1 contacted Sector 4 to 
initiate a TECS check on SILVERSTONE, and initiate an archives 
check on him for the last four years. I also contacted SS/A 
Holloran to keep him advised of the proceedings and asked for 
and received permission to contact SS/A John Sullivan of the 
CPPU to query some names through the CPPU data base. SS/A 
Holloran told me he would call Southeast Region Headquarters to

CPPU data base. I Was later joined at the W Street address by 
SS/A Harrold. SS/A Harrold advised me that there were 

extremely large quantities of documents and computer equipment 
at the warehouse, and that MPD was posting officers inside the- 
building there and sealing the building until morning, in which 
a second warrant for that premises would be obtained and 
executed. SS/A Barrold also advised me that the news media had | 
been notified and had been waiting for the execution of the / 
warrant at the 4th Street address.. Detective Bradley later 
stated that the MPD Public Information Officer had been 
contacted by a Tallahassee reporter, When it became apparent 
the PIO had no information on the search warrants, the reporter 
contacted local media representatives and a check of public * +, 
records containing the affidavits for the search warrant” 
disclosed the locations and purpose of the warrants. "Detective 
Bradley surmised that someone on the Tallahassee Police 
Department was the original source of information for the 

press. I advised SS/A Holloran of the involvement of the 

press, and he stated that he would, in turn, relay the 
information to Region. SS/A Harrold and I assisted in the 
transport of the.evidencé seized pursuant to the warrant' and 
cleared HPD after the.press left the area. 


On Friday, 2/6/87, I net Detective Bradley at the warehouse on- . 
ith Street, N.E. 1I duly advised .my acting group supervisor, 
SS/A Don Bludvworth: 1 was-again granted unlimited access to 
the premises. I was able to observe numerous documents which 
described explicit sexual conduct between the members of the 
community known as finders. I also saw å large collection of 
photographs of unidentified persons. Some of the photographs 
were nudes, believed to be of members of Finders. There were 
numerous photos of children, some nude, at least one of which 
was a photo of a child "on display" and appearing Lo accent the 
child's. genitals. 1 was only able to examine a very small 
amount of the photos at this time. However, one of the 
officers presented me with a photo album for my review.- The ” 
album contained a series of photos of adults and children | 
dressed in white sheets participating in a "blood ritual." The 
ritual centered around the execution of at least two goats. 

The photos portrayed the execution, disembowelment, skinning 
and dismemberment of the goats at the hands of the children. 
this included the removal of the testes of a male goat, the 
discovery of a female goat's "womb" and the "baby goats" inside 
the vomb, and the presentation of a goats head to one of the 
children. | 


Further inspection of the premises disclosed numerous Files 51 
relating to activities of the organization in different parts 

of the world. Locations I observed are as follows: . London, 

Germany, the Bahamas, Japan, Hong Kong, Malaysia, Africa, Costa 

Rica, and "Burope." There was also a file identified as 77 
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"Palestinian." Other files were ióentified by member name or | 
project" name, The projects appearing to be operated for 
commercial purposes under front names for the Finders. There 
was one file entitled "Pentagon Break-In," and others which 
referred to members operating in foreign countries, Not 
observed by me but related by an MPD officer, were intelligence 
files on private families not related to the Finders, The 
process undertaken appears to have been a systmatic response to 
local newspaper advertisements for babysitters, tutors, etc. A 
member of the Finders would respond and gather as much i 
information as possible about the habits, identity, occupation, 
etc., of the family. Tne use to which this information was to 
be pot is still unknown. there was also a large amount of data 
collected on various child care organizations. 


The warehouse contained a large library, two kitchens,.a.sauna, 
hot-tub, and a "video room." The video room seemed to'be. set 
up as an indoctrination center, It also- appeared chat -the :.

I discussed the course. of action to.be taken:by MPD with 
detective Bradley. He stated he was. only interested in making 
the child abuse casels).

MPD personnel were 
to begin around the clock review and sorting of the evidence 
until completed. Customs will have access after this is 
accomplished. This will include several U.S. Passports

Upon leaving the 4th Street premises, I encountered a news 

media representative and was asked the reason behind US. 

Customs involvement in the investigation. I advised the . 
reporter that 1 could not discuss anything and referred. nar to ” 

the RAC/DC.. 1 left immediately thereafter. : . 


There is no further information available at this time. It 
should take three to five days for all the information to be 
sorted, reviewed, logged by the HPD. I will maintain contact 
with Detective Bradley until the evidence is again accessible.

I.was to- 
meet with Detective Bradley to review the. documents. seized, 
pursuant to two search warrants executed in February. 1987. “The 
meeting was to take place on April 2 or 3, 1987. s 


On April 2, 1987, I arrived at MPD. at approximately 9:00 a.m. 
Detective Bradley was not. available. I spoke to a third party who 
was willing to discuss the case vith me on a strictiy "off the 
recorá" basis. = 


I was advised that all the passport data had been turned over to 
tne State Department for their investigation. The State 
Department in turn, advised MPD that all travel and use of the 
passports by the holders of the passports was within the law and - 
no action would be taken.. This included travel to Moscow, North 

` Korea, anà North Vietnan from the late 1950's to mid 1970's. 


The individual further advised me of. circumstances which 
indicated that the investigation into the activity of the FINDERS 
had become a.CIA internal matter. The MPD report has been, 
classified secret and.was not available for review. I was 
advised that the PBI had withdrawn from the investigation several 
weeks prior and that.the PBI Foreign Counter Intelligence 
Division had directed MPD not to advise the FBI Washington Field 
Office of anything that had transpired.

In the 1950s and 1960s, answer- 
ing that question was one of Got- 
tlieb’s missions in MKULTRA, the 
code name for the agency's secret 
experiments to probe the effects of 
mind-altering drugs. Chief among 
them was LSD, discovered by Dr. 
Albert Hofman, a Swiss chemist, in 
1843. 22.

By the early 1950s, the CIA, 
fearful of LSD falling into Soviet 
hands, had cornered the market on 
the drug, which in minute doses 
` could produce overwhelming sen-

search, covertly funneling hun- 
. dreds of thousands of dollars to 
academics in prestigious institu-

- Gottlieb and his associates in 
. MKULTRA also took LSD “trips,” 
«although the concept of tripping 
would not enter the American 
-lexicon for another decade. They 
: laced coffee with LSD and served it 
«to each other without warning, 
.then observed each other's reac- 
‘tions, Later Gottlieb expanded the 
-field tests to subjects outside the 
agency-—drug addicts, prostitutes, 
; prisoners, mental patients— people 
«who were unlikely to complain and 
"even less likely to be believed if 
"they did. Among the dosed were 
-hookers and their clients in a 
"CIA-sponsored brothel in San 
. Francisco, later the epicenter of 
. the LSD explosion.

In the early 1960s, Gottlieb was 


promoted to the highest deputy. 
post in the technical services op- 
_ €ration. By 1967, he had risen to 


the top of the division, guided by 


„his longtime CIA mentor, Director 
. Richard Helms. At that time, LSD 


Was not a secret anymore. While 
the CIA was stil examining the 
drug's possibilities as a means of 
mind contral, many young Ameri- 
cans were dropping the hallucino- 
Een as a vehicle of mind expansion 
and recreation. Ámerica was tun- 
ing in, turning on and dropping out, 
thanks, in part, to the CIA's activ- .

It was not until 1972 that Got- 
tlieb called a halt to the experi- 
ments with psychedelics, conclud- 
ing in a memo that they were “tao 
unpredictable in their effects on 
individual human beings. . . to be 
operationally useful.” 

He retired the same year, spend- 
ing the next few decades in eclectic 
pursuits that defied the stereotype 
of the spy. He went to India with 
his wife to volunteer at a hospital 
for lepers. Á stutterer since child- 
hood, he got a master’s degree in 
speech therapy. He raised goats on 
a Virginia farm. And he practiced 
folk dancing, a lifelong passion 
despite the handicap of a elubfoat. 

A malignant, real-life Q, or an 
eccentric genius whose intentions 
were honorable and just? 

Gottlieb led the agency in 149 
mind control experiments, of wnich 
about 25 were conducted on Un wit - 
ting subjects. According to the 
survivor of one victim, the way 
Gottlieb duped American citizens 
was nothing but despicable, 

Less black and white ir his 
assessment is John Marks, author 
of the definitive book on the CIA's 
mind control programs, "The 
Search for the ‘Manchurian Candi- 
date.” ” Marks sees Gottlieb as an 
unabashed patriot who nonetheless 
“erossed the same ethical lines we 
hanged German doctors in World 
War II for.” . 

There is also the view of fermer 
CIA psychologist John Gittizger, 
who says his close friend was a 
gentle man whose actions were 
widely misunderstood. The 
agency's LSD experiments 
bloomed in the era of Josef S:alin 
and Sen. Joseph McCarthy, and 
“during that time of Cold War,” 
Gittinger said recently from his 
home in Norman, Okla, "the atti- 
tude we had and the agency had 
was we were still fighting a war.

Gottlieb died on March 7 in 
Washington, Va. He was 80. His 
family did not divulge the cause of , 
his death.

DHAHRAN, Seel Arabia — Staff Sgt. Alfredo 
Guerrero saw it coming, unfolding before hım like the 
nightmare hia training courses had etched. 

The Saudi bøse, wivere American, British and French 
tronps are housed in @ complex called Khobar Towers.

for Oklahoma ‘witness’ 


WHILE President Clinton is in 
Europe demanding a tougher res- 
ponse to terrorism, his own govern- 
ment is having trouble getting to the 
bottom of the Oklahoma bombing, 
the most deadly act of terrorism ever 
committed on US soil. 

The Oklahoma investigation is los- 
ing credibility fast, with talk of a 
cover-up now reaching fever piteb. 
Glenn and Kathy Wilburn, who lost 
two grandchildren in the blast, bave 
accused the Justice Department of 
playing politics with their grief. 

Coaducting their own investiga- 
tion they have already raised doubts 
about the official story implicating 
Tim McVeigh, the chief suspect, in 
the April 1995 Oklaboma City blast 
in which 168 died. 

Now the Wilburns believe they 
have tracked down the elusive wit- 
ness known as “John Doe IE", the 
tanned, tattooed, muscular man said 
to have been with McVeigh when he 
allegedly rented the Ryder truck 
used in the bombing. 

The man they name has been iden- 
tified from a photo by one of the 
witnesses who helped draw up the 
artist's impression of John Doe H. 
Several other witnesses have said 
they think the photo is of the same 
person. 

H the witnesses are right, the man 
is a former university student from 
Philadelphia named Michael Bre- 
scia. Over the last mouth sorne of the 
major US newspapers and TV net- 
works have heen searching nation- 
wide for him, with no success. 

It is remarkable thai the FBi has 
shown so little interest in Brescia, if 
the Wilburns are correct. The search 
for John Doe II involved half of the 
FBI's entire staff of special agents. 
The vast investigative machinery of 
the US government had not been 
mobilised in such a way since the 
assassination of President Kennedy, 
Apparently, it found nothing. After 
two months the Justice Department 
announced that the sighting of John 
Doe II was a simple matter of confu- 
sinn. The witness was an innocent 
soldier who happened to visit ihe 
Ryder rental office in Iunction City 
the day after McVeigh, said the affi- 
cal statement.

Strassmeir said that Brescia was in 
Little Rock, Arkansas, on the day of 
the bombing, attending å clemeney 
rally for the Right-wing leader 
Wayne Snell (who was executed for 
murder convictions the same day and 
was then brought back for buriai at 
Elohim). "I don't think Mike was 
involved in any way," he said. "He 
was just a typical kid of his age, 
searching for something in life.” 

Joan Millar, one of the leaders of 
Elohim City, says that Brescia could 
not possibly be John Doe I1. "He was 
right here with us on April 17 (the 
day the Ryder truck was rented), 
helping to prepare the grave for 
Wayne Snell," she said. 

Brescia was expelled from Elohim 
in the summer of 1995, apparently 
over a curfew violation. He went to 
live with George Eaton, a neighbour 
who publishes the Patriot Report (a 
tiny, Right-wing militia publication 
ta which McVeigh, among others, 
subscribed). Eaton told The Sunday 
Telegraph that Strassmeir and Bre- 
seia had been stirring things up at 
Elohim City. 

“They were pushing for all these 
military manoenvres, and it got to be 
a problem," he said. Eaton does not 
believe that Brescia played any role 
in the bombing. "All these rumours 
are just nonsense," hie said. 

He said that Brescia had a tattoo 
on his left arm (John Doe Il was 
described as having one). He 
described it as a circle with four 
spokes. Experts on the far Right say 
this is the symbol of the Order, the 
violent military wing of the Aryan 
Nations.

WASHINGTON — An internal 
CIA investigation found no evi- 
dence the intelligence agency 
knew anything about alleged 
drug smuggling activities at an 
airport in Mena, Ark., where the 
intelligence agency once held a 
secret training exercise, 

“No evidence has been found 
that the CIA was associated with 
money laundering, narcotics traf- 
ficking, arms smuggling or other 
illegal activities at or around Me- 
na, Ark., at any time,” said the 
report, made public Friday. 

The investigation was conduct- 
ed by Frederick P. Hitz, the CIA 
inspector general, The agency re- 
leased a six-page unclassified 
summary of his findings. 

CIA Director John Deutch or- 
dered the investigation last 
spring in response to a request in 
February from House Banking 
Committee Chairman Jim Leach, 
R-Iowa. Leach's panel is conduct- 
ing its own investigation of al- 
leged money laundering in the 
Mena area, stemming from the 
committee’s Whitewater inquiry 
and related issues. 

Dave Runkel, a spokesman for 
the committee, said allegations 
that the CIA was somehow in- 
volved in running guns to Nica- 
ragua and that CIA-chartered 
planes may have been used to 
smuggle cocaine into the United 


States date back to the Reagan 


and Bush administrations. 


A new book, “Boy Clinton,” by 
R. Emmett Tyrrell, editor of the 
conservative American Spectator ` 
magazine, alleges that President - 
Clinton, then the governor of Ar- 
kansas, knew about illegal activi- 
ties at Mena.

Washington Post challenges findings of CIA-dr

WASHINGTON The CIA 
admits it deals with some unsa- 
vory people — possibly even drug 
dealers — as it collects secrets. 

But investigators so far have 
been unable to prove — or refute 
— the explosive allegation that 
the agency was linked in the mid- 
1980s to the spread of crack co- 
caine in America's poor black 
neighborhoods. 

Å three-part series called 
“Dark Alliance,” published in Au- 
gust by the San Jose Mercury 
News in California, said a Bay 
area drug ring sold tons of co- 
caine to Los Angeles street gangs 
and funneled millions in drug 
profits to a ClA-run guerrilla 
army. 

The series sparked widespread 
anger in the black community to- 
ward the CIA. In a lengthy arti- 
cle Friday, however, The Wash- 
ington Post challenged several of 
the findings by the Mercury 
News. 


., The Mercury News stood by its 


. report, saying the basic allega- 


:, tion that people associated with 
the CIA trafficked in cocaine had 


not been challenged. 


The series traced the crack co- 


caine explosion to two Nicara- 


guan cocaine dealers, Danilo 
Blandon and Norwin Meneses, 
who were civilian leaders of an 
anti-communist, commando group 
formed and run by the CIA dur- 
ing the 1980s.

Since then, CIA Director John 
Deutch has rejected the allega- 
tions in the series, while promis- 
ing an independent investigation 
of the agency's actions. Deutch 
also vigorously defends the 
agency's right, and obligation, to 
deal with shady figures to gain 
intelligence. 

"We are going to have to ask 
our case officers to be in some 
very dangerous places with some 
very unsavory characters,” 
Deutch recently told lawmakers. 
In the hypothetical case of a 
known terrorist or narcotics traf- 
ficker willing to provide sensitive 
intelligence, Deuteh said, “there 
18 no intent on our part to con- 
strain ór stop Or slow recruiting 
of that asset.” 

As investigations by the CIA, 
Justice Department and Con- 
gress proceed, the Mercury News 
senes has taken on a life of its 
own, circulating on fax and copy

machines and on talk radio, par- 
ticularly in black neighborhoods 
beset by crack abuse. Black lead- 
ers have held protests and de- 
manded investigations. 


“When you have a situation 
where you have people who can 
see the results of the drug right 
in front of them every day, and 
the people are generally distrust- 
ful of the government, when you 
put that in combination with this 
article, you have a formula for a 
tremendous amount of concern,” 
said Rep. Elijah Cummings, D- 
Md., a black congressman whose 
district includes poor. minority 
sections of Baltimore. 

One factor aggravating the an- 
ger among blacks, Cummings 
said, is the federal guideline that 
imposes a mandatory sentence of 
five years in prison for possession 
of 5 grams of crack cocaine 
whereas no such minimum exists 


for powdered cocaine, a more ex- 
pensive drug less likely to be 
found in the ghetto. 

Rep. Julian Dixon, D-Calif, a 
fellow member with Cummings 
of the Congressional Black Cau- 
cus and of the House Intelligence 
Committee, said some in the 
black community may be too 
quick to believe and exaggerate 
allegations raised in the newspa- 
per series. At the same time, Dix- 
on said, the voluminous record of 
the Iran-Contra scandal contains 
repeated references to drug traf- 
ficking connections among the 
CIA-backed Contra forces 
Nicaragua. 

“It’s going to be very difficult to 
prove that the CIA was directly 
involved or aided and abetted” 
crack cocaine trafficking, Dixon 
said.

[am the former Senior Special Agent in charge of the FBI of the Los Angeles Division (retired) and 
the Independent American Party Candidate for U.S. Congress, District 1, Las Vegas, Nevada. 


The Las Vegas Sun newspaper on September 10, 1996 (5A) in an artivle entitled “Errors at polls 
prompt request for new vote”, Kathryn Ferguson, Registrar of Voters, stated “There were enough errors to 
have affected the outcome of the race”. The internal audit reported 40 errors in 29 precincts! of Assembly 
district one. At the September 17, 1996 County Commission meeting Ms. Ferguson reported that 13 voters 
voted in the wrong party i.e. Democrats voted Republican and vice versa, and in the wrong precincts. To 
avoid the risk of public scrutiny of a flawed recount in Assembly District 1, ] believe Kathryn Ferguson 
quickly offered a re-election instead. 


Because these machines are so susceplible to so many errors and misuse, I am very concerned about 
the Sequoia Pacific Voting machines and strongly oppose their use. 


Regarding the Sequoia Voting machines, Howard J, Strauss a nationally recognized voting computer 
expert stated, “Voters may find themselves with a system that is unreliable, unpredictable and unauditable. 
This means you may find machines not working when you want to vote, you may find voting difficult and 
confusing, your vote may not go to the candidate you voted for and it may be impossible to figure out what 
went wrong -- or even if something went wrong.” This is the same equipment that Clark County is using 
and Ms. Ferguson has confirmed that numerous voters voted in the wrong party, the wrong precinct and 
were denied their votes through errors. 


I have information to prove the election was flawed in connection with the primary election held in 
Clark County, Nevada on September 3, 1996: 


1, The Registrar of Clark County, Kathryn Ferguson ordered approximately twelve thousand 
absentee ballots opened prior to election day in violation of NRS, 293,333 which specifies that the absentee 
ballots are only to be opened "On the day of an election” and only “in the presence of a majority of the 
election board officers”, This law was repeatedly violated starting five days prior to the Primary election. 
The Registrar of Voters of Washoe County was recently removed by the Secretary of State for a nearly 
identical violation, and this violation also warrants her removal for tampering with the ballots. The law 
was written to protect the integrity of the ballots, and Kathryn Ferguson has repeatedly compromised this 
security. 


2. The Registrar of Clark County, Kathryn Ferguson, did not keep a separate count of absentee 
ballots of each candidate in violation of NRS 293.385,(4) which states "The absent ballots must be reported 
separately from the regular vote." This regulation was mandated in 1993 in SB, 250 to prevent absent ballot 
tampering by showing the exact vote count and percent of the absent ballots for each candidate. 


3. The Clark County Commissioners did not put the Sequoia AVC purchase up for "open 
public bids" as required by the Government Purchasing Act NRS 332.045. Information has been received 
that a representative of Sequoia Pacific provided Clark County with the plan on how to circumvent the 
“open Bidding Laws” by tightly tailoring the request for only AVC characteristics to eliminate all known 
competition, and then claimed a “sole source exclusion.” | 


4. The Sequoia Pacific Voting machines used in the Clark County elections, are illegal because 
they were never certified as required by Nevada Law, They are a model "D" using Ver, 5.0 firmware. 
The Sequoia certification papers signed by Cheryl Lau on November 11, 1993, were for a previous model 
4.] which was substantively different. 


The official certification procedure of Nevada states: 


“STEP THREE: ... If the system is found to meet all statutory requirements, the Secretary of State will issue 
a Certificate of Approval. Such certificate shall be subject to the adoption of any further certification ` 


standards which may be approved by the Nevada Legislature, and shal! be deemed invalid if substantive 
changes are subsequently made to the system.” (italics mine) 


NRS 293.105, (1) states that the voting system must first be; 
(a) Approved by the Secretary of State pursuant to subsection 2; or 
(b) Specifically authorized by law.” 


The Sequoia Pacific AVC model D, Ver. 5.0, has never been certified in Nevada and the current 
certification documents signed by former Secretary of State Cheryl Lau apply only to the previous model 4.1 
and therefore the Clark County elections are illegal. Kathryn Ferguson has publicly stated at the September 
9. 1996 Primary election certification meeting of the Commissioners that she will reconfigure the Sequoia to 
use 4 cartridge readers to speed up the ballot count, and intends to install new upgrade software prior to the 
November General election. Ms. Ferguson apparently does not intend to have the new software and the 
AVC's re-certified in accordance with Nevada Law and per NRS 293B.105. 


At the July 12, 1996 Sequoia early voting test, it was announced that they were using a software 
program that processes the votes called “Teamwork” that I believe has never been certified for elections in 
Nevada. All software must be tested and certified by the State prior to use in an election. Clark County 
cannot indiscriminately use uncertified and untested hardware or software in Nevada's elections. 


5. It is not possible to recount the voles using the Sequoia AVC machines because there are no 
physical records of the voters ballols created prior to casting their votes to document the voters original 
intent. You cannot pretend to do a recount when (here are no original votes to recount, 


The use of a voting system that does not use physical ballots that can be recounted, violates the 
Nevada Constitution Art. !, sec, 2 which states "Al! elections by the people shall be by ballot.” and to date 
the people of Nevada have not revised the Constitution to allow the use of electronic voting machines to 
replace their ballots. This provision is intended to protect the rights of the public to be able to watch the 
actual counting of the votes in public and as mandated in NRS 293.363.

б. Kathryn Ferguson has instituted a policy that prohibits citizens from observing the counting 
of the votes and ballots at the polling place and violation of NRS 293.305, 293.363, 293.385, 293.3602, 
293.3606, 293B.330, 293B.335, 293B.353. The public has been repeatedly intimidated and threatened with 
arrest for peacefully trying to observe and film the counting of the votes, closing of the polls and observing 


the Canvass. 


7. Kathryn Ferguson has repeatedly violated the Constitution regarding the freedom of the 
press by preventing members of the non-mainstream media from filming the election process as also 
provided for in NRS 293.274, (3). Under Color of Law, Ms. Ferguson with the assistance of deputy district 
attorney Mary Ann Miller, prohibited reporters with: appropriate credentials from covering the election 
process, while allowing friendly press full access. On September 3, 1996 Mary Miller prevented a reporter 
from entering the poll at the Flamingo Library at 7:05 pm stating that she didn't have to state the law, she 
was following election department policy, which supersedes the law, 


I brought the above violations to the attention of the Clark County Commissioners on September 17, 
1996 and have information that other candidates wanted to speak before the Commissioners on these issues, 
but were intimidated by persons saying they would be subjected to financial ruin if they appeared and spoke 


out. 
lam forwarding a copy of this letter to the Attorney General Del Pappa and the FBI because of the 


possibility of one or more local and Federal criminal election law violations. 


I urge you ta take immediate action as you did in Washoe County, to de-certify these Sequoia 
machines, and remove Clark County Registrar of Voters Kathryn Ferguson, from office for malfeasance and 
eross negligence, I request that you respond to these formal charges as soon as possible.

The 1300 Sequoia AVC voting machines can only handle half of the voters of Clark County, 
approximately 200,000 of the 450,000 (4574) of. registered voters on election day. 


2. _ There will be long lines on election day, and the vote count will be late due to the 

inefficiency of the system, and the final vote count won't be in until morning. 

3. The cost of Kathryn Ferguson's fiasco will be nine times or 900% greater than the optical scan system 
used in Reno which will have their election results in by 9:30 pm on election night. 


Here's the math that Kathryn Ferguson forgot to do. 
l. How many voters can the Sequoia AVC process on election day at a polling place?

(Washoe Co.) Reno (Washoe Co.) has approximately 225,000 registered voters.

"Far from. being troubled, Amschel

went and killed himself. There’s much 
more to this story.”
